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Automation may cause 
larger incomes for all

Industry Minister C. M. Drury said last night that 
the Income of Canadians would double within the next 
two decades as a result of automating basic Industries. 

Addressing the Seminar on Automatic Process Control 
currently being held at McGill, Drury said "automation would 
increase the industrial productivity growth rate from three to 
almost five per cent per year. ■ 

To emphasize the significance of this factor, such a rate 
of productivity increase could effect a doubling of real personal 
income within 20 years." 

Therefore, he said, there is no doubt that for the process 
industries at least the potential for worthwhile improvement 
in productivity by the application of automatic process control 
cannot be ovcrloolccd. 

To avoid increased production costs, companies looked for 
ways of reducing cost and found that economics could be 
made more efficient by process control, that is, automatic 
rather than manual control of straightforward functions. 

It is only during the last decade that Canada's industrial 
operations have begun to automate. This seminar, the first of 
a series which will be held across Canada over the next ten 
months, is concerned with the application of cybernetics to 
controlling production processes of the mines, forests and 
manufacturing industries. 

On the Issue of unemployment resulting from technical 
change, 'Drury agreed that displacement and temporary un- 
employment of workers at particular times and places will 
occur. But he added that experience with the introduction of 
computers for processing business data "may offer some re- 
assurance on this score". . 

"Over the decade from 1055 to 1065, during which the 
number of computer installations in Canada increased almost 
one hundredfold to 850, the proportion of clerical workers in 
the labor force actually rose to fill the almost 300,000 new Jobs 
that were created." 

Drury emphasized that prices of the basic process industries, 
which account for some 16% of the Gross National Product, 
must remain competitive on the international market. 

He said, "The Introduction of automatic processing of our 
primary products could pay large dividends."
